Unison with the purposes of Jesus 
Christ is a condition of Soldiership. 

What does He want? What did 
He give for this poor world of ours? 
What was the meaning of the gi-eat 
sacrifice He made upon the Tree? 
Why did He shed His blood? Why 
■was the sky darkened, and why all 
that terrible anguish? 

Was it not all for a real, definite 
objec^to destroy sin? He did not 
come simply that people should see 
His willingness to suffer, and to 
reveal to the world an act of obedi- 
ence to His Father, or even as a 
great example to the world. Beyond 
that, deeper, grander, inightier than 
thai is the fact that He came to des- 
troy sin. 

There can be no time Soldiers of 
Jesus Christ who are not in harmony 
with that purpose; whose thought, 
life, work, and effort are not en- 
twined with that great deep desire 
— the object that brought Him to 
earth. There must be a union with 
that purpose on the part of those 
who ai-e to be His Soldiers, 

To be a good Soldier of Jesus 
Christ we must be obedient to His 
demands; we must do what He asks 
us to do, go where He wants us to 
go, be willing to suffer \yhen He 
wants us to suffer. There must be 
a willingness to separate ourselves 
from all that is against God; we 
must have no truck with the enemy! 
But, are there not many of the pro- 
fessing Soldiers of Jesus Christ who 
have relationships with the enemies 



of the Christ to whom we are sup- 
posed to be devoted ? There must 
be a coming away from the world 
and its pleasures — an obedience to 
the will of God under all circum- 
stances, a separation from them, and 
a walking in the light. 

The Soldier who gives pleasure to 
Jesus Christ is the Soldier who is 
zealous in the work he is given to 
do. We admire the man who toils 
and sweats and does not allow any- 
thing to interfere with the accom- 
plishment of a worthy object. We 
cannot tolerate the man who goes 
about his work with indiffeience and 
carelessness. What a curse indiffer- 
ence is in the hearts of many thou- 
sands of those who profess to be de- 
voted to the cause of Jesus Christ! 
If you want His smile and pleasure 
and favor, you must be zealous for 
Jesus. 

After the Napoleonic wars, in- 
quiry was being made in this 
country by a commission presided 
over by the Duke of Wellington with 
the object of discovering a better 
method for clothing the British sol- 
dier. One who was brought before 
the Commission, was asked by the 
Duke: 

"If you had to fight the battle of 
Waterloo over again, what clothes 
■would you like to fight in? The 
man looked up, and said: 

"Your Lordship, I should like to 
fight in my shirt-sleeves!" 

That is the spirit for us! Away 
with the weight that hinders and 



holds back! There are not enough 
"shirt-sleeve" Soldiers of Jesus 
Christ. Too many are decorated, 
trimmed up, but without daring in 
their hearts. What we want is_ & 
zealous people, who will throw aside 
every weight, and go forward to the 
business that Jesus Christ has given 
them to {lo. 

You have no chance of becoming a 
true soldier of Jesus Christ unless 
you have got a Soldier's heart. Is 
not that the trouble ■with aomeT 
They go through a lot of ritual. 
They march the streets, perhaps they 
play in a Band, and do many com- 
mendable things, but they shirk the 
real fallowing, the real devotion of 
obedience to Jesus Christ's command. 
They shirk that. They have not got 
the heart which follows. 

Sometimes they let Officers pull 
them, up to saci-ifice and toil, out 
there is not that power within them 
that goes without pulling. 

The Soldier's heart, the heart that 
loves, the heart of Christ, makes a 
man cry, "Let me go! I have a love 
in my soul that impels me forward." 
The devotion that God seeks is the 
devotion of the heart — of the affec- 
tions. 

, The world calls, God calls, but you 
cannot do much for Him until the 
rebellion in your heart is at ai^ end. 
If this is done and Jesus is put upon 
the throne, then you will have the 
sort of heart that will make you a 
devoted Soldier of Jesus Christ.

the missionaries 
working in those 
teiTitones, B ii t 
those who know 
anything of the 
work done by 
The Salvation 
Army among the 
Criminal Tribes 
of India are 
unanimo us in 
their praise o f 
the enterprise, 

"These peculiar 
tribes are best 
described in the 
words of Sir 
Henry McMahon, 

an official of the Political Depart- 
mejit of the Government of India 
and world famous for his work 
in Egypt during the war. Sir Heniy 
writes: 'The Criminal Tribes are 
people who do not only take up 
some one or other particular form of 
crime as a profession, but do so as 
a caste, and as a religion. They 
work under a strict code of tribal 
law and recognize grades of prece- 
dence between tribes. 

" 'The special criminal occupation 
of tribes varies ■widely from that of 



the pickpocket to the cattle thief. 
Among them is included that horrible 
tribe whose profession and religion 
is to steal, deform and dwarf chil- 
dren for begging' We also learn 
that without a gun, pistol or sword 
they ean-y on a successful guerilla 
warfare with all classes of society. 
"They have limitless courage, 
daring, ingenuity and enterprise, 
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Drum and Fife Band composed of Inmates of Pallavaram Cnminal 
Boys' Home, near Madras, India 



levying tribute on all classes of the 
community, yet well known for their 
generosity and readiness to share 
plunder with their persecutors in re- 
turn for promises of immunity. 
They inhabit all the Native States 
and are often driven into British 
tei-ritory. 

"Among the erimina! castes, al- 
though not generally regarded as 
one of the criminal tribes, one might 
mention the Itainosis, who through- 
out India hre employed as watch- 
men, most usually night-watchmen. 



although their real profession is 
house-breaking. Thie is not e* 
peculiar to the native mind as it 
seems to us. The employment of one 
of the caste is regarded as the pay- 
ment of tribute — almost blackmail — 
to the caste itself. Therefore, no 
matter whether the watchman sleep 
or awake, the householder who paya 
hjm is immune from theft at the 
hands of hia caste brethren. This 
is merely an example, but will serve 
to indicate how difficult is the task 
of reclaiming the criminal tribes ■to 
decent and useful 
citizenship. Their 
whole outlook 
m-jst be recon- 
structed. 

"About eigh- 
teen years ago 
the Gcverameat 
of India invited 
The Salvation 
Army to see if 
they could effect 
any improvement 
among these 
extraordin a r y 
tribes. Pre^vions 
Governm e n t 
policy had b^n 
to s e g r o gate 
them, BO far as 
possible, and to 
insist on their 
members report- 
ing to the police 
■whenever they 
left the locality 
in which they 'were registered. 

"Commissioner F, Booth-Tucker, 
writing in the Asiatic Review, sur- 
veys the work done by The Salva- 
tion Army. He states that the task 
of changing the circumstances of 
the criminal tribes is far easier than 
that of remoulding their characteVs. 
He states that at first therf* were 
some attempts on the part of native 
rulers to make The Salvation Army 
promise not to iulruduce ChriEtian-' 
ity.

Commissioner Thomas Estill 

COMMANDER EVANGELINE BOOTH PAYS DEEPLY-AFFECTING 

TRIBUTE IN IMPRESSIVE FUNERAL SERVICE HELD IN MEMORIAL 

HALL, NEW YORK

AT 6.15 on Tuesday evening. Oct. 
19th, CoiiMiiissioner Thomas 
Estill was called to join the 
army of redeemed Salvationists. 
^\'hiie tor several weeks the promoted 
Le.ider liad hovered between life and 
dealli, yet tor two weeks prior to the 
end he had made such progress to- 
ward recovery that ail were 
very much shocked when an 
acute att.-ick ot heart trouble 
brought a fatal ending, with 
less than five minutes' warn- 
ing. 

From 2 to 10 p.ni on Thurs- 
day, pi-eceding the tnneral, the 
Commissioner lay in state in 
Memorial Hall, a guard of 
honor, composed ot a picked 
brigade ot Cadets, standing by. 

Titroughout the length and 
breadth of America, comrades 
ot all ranks turned their liearta 
toward Memorial Hall on Fri- 
day morning, Oct. 22nd, for 
then it was that the tieloved 
late TeiTitorial Comm-ander for 
U.S.A. Eastern Territory, went 
forth for the last time from 
this historic center ot Salva- 
tionism in the New World, to 
take his place- beneath the 
stately trees that guard The 
Aimy's sacred plot in Keneieo. 

The Funeral service was set 
tor 10 o'clock; but before 9 
the solemn and reverent 
procession ot OfTicers, Soldiers 
and Army friends began to 
pass between the silent sentry

For 
forty-eight years he has used all 
his energies in persuading men 
to seek Salvation by the One 
Name whereby alone they must 
be saved.' For forty-elght yoar$ 
his heart knew no greater Joy 
than that of witnessing a slnnCE* 
meet his Saviour.

As with Commissioner Estill: 'I am tired, 
I will sleep.'"

In support of these statements we 
print the following brief revieiv ot 
his life. 

In the County Carlton there is a 
certain tiny, neyer-heard-of villase. 
ami a sight ot its tew scattered and 
unpretentious houses would cause the 
visitor to murmur. "Can there any 
good thing come out ot Nazareth?" 
And in (iiat village David Moore was 
bom in the early sixties. 

His parents were poor, the fathpr 
eM.h\g out an exi.-itence for his family 
mostly by repairing shoes. Father 
Moore was a drinker, and an Irish 
one. too — which made it jvorse. Con- 
sequently Ills bevy ot nine children, 
of which David was the fifth and cen- 
tral figure, enjoyed none of life's lux- 
uries, but rather its penu]ies. The 
meal in the Moore bai-rej often got 
pretty close to the bottom, anil at such 
times the nippers iust Iiitclied in the 
belt another notch and let it go at 
that. 

This Avas all in those dim, distant 
days when Ottawa wasn't Otiawa, l)ut 
just By-town. Now any one who has 
been to Ottawa knows the Russell 
House. Well, the unstable Mr. Moore 
served this house with produce, and 
one (lay decided to lessen (lie distance 
'twixt prodvtcer and consumei'i so 
pulled up stakes and movml to the 
town of Richmond, eight miles nearer 
Ottawa. But, as you may guess, this 
move did not tend to make hlni more 
of a teetotaller. So still another 
change was considered necessary, and 
the family pitched tent on a bush 
farm eight miles from Poinbroke, 
where booae was a bit more scarce. 
■ DavUl was about ten years of age 
at this time, but (or him there were 
no modern educational advantages. 
True, he had scmie schooling, but most 
Of the time he spent cutllng timber 
and contributing his mite towarxi the 
fluctuating family exchequer. 

He recalls to this day several bitter 
experiences a t lunch 
hour Avhuii at school. 
Having nothing but dry 
rye bread — once in a 
■ great while BaUibriously 
"buttered" with hog's 
fat he felt ashamed to 
eat in the company ot 
his mates, so hied him 
to a neighboring wood 
2nd there saticfiod his 
gnawing hunger under 
the gaze ot none save 
the Heavenly Fatlier. 

Young Moore had a 
tender heart and sen- 
sitive conscience. He 
also had a Zove for the 
hero4q, so that . auch 
Bible stories as he 
heard — the Goliath and 
Samson ones in pat- 
ticular — really gave 
him a thrill. His own 
personal heroics, how- 
ever, used to vauish in 
a thunderetorm, and 
on one oteaslou the scare drove him 
to ask his sister to teach him the 
Lord's prayer. 

David Mcore's early life certainly 
tmined him well for The Salvation 
Anny Itinerancy — for the family made 
yet another' change of residence. 
Clinton, Out., was the stopping-place 
thia time. At least this move gave 
him relief from wood-chopping, as he 
obtained employment first In a stove 
factory, then in a flax mill, and later 
as an apprentice In a store, when he 
received the promise of the magnlfl- 
cent stipend of $100 for the first year, 
^lai) for the second, and 5130 for the 
third.

How to Become a Good Bass 

Player 



H^e is Good Advice for our "Low» End" Men, Written by Bandsman 

T. Kiggs, of Cambridge Heatb, EngUnd, an Able Uass Player 

Across the Water 



It is a fine thing to be able to 
manipulate a bass instrument prop- 
erly, and in this article I will try to 
assist those who are desirous of be- 
coming efficient bass players, and 
stir up the interest of others who do 
not give the bombardon the first 
place in their affections. 

It seems to me that this instra- 
mcnt is much neglected; in fact, 
many young Bandsmen have a decidad 
objection to it. One reason is prob- 
ably oD account of its weight, but 
chiefly, I think, because of the erron* 
cousiy conceived idea that their 
chances of "shining" are practically 
nil; they like to figure as soloists, 
and play a thickly scored part. Put- 
ting the objections in a nutshell, it 
is neglrazted because of its apparent 
unimportance. To the true musician, 
however, one part is as important a; 
another. 

The bass instrument forms the 
foundation of a Band. A building, 
Band, or an}-thing without a foimda- 
tion — well, good-bye to its safety. 
-\ fitst class Band is first class 
throughout, and bass players have as 
much rhiincf. of shining as the sup- 
posed more -exalted executants on 
solo instnunents; the fact is, that 
however splendid their efforts may 
be, they will be one-sided or top- 
heavy without the essential support 
of the lower end. 

Is accompaniment work, bass play- 
ers have a great chance^ How easy 
it is for a solo to be spoilt by a 
grunting bass accompaniment — the 
notes not nicely rounded off, and the 
phrasing done, well, anj'whei'e but

Whilst, of coarse, 
these faults ought to be corrected by 
the Bandmaster, it is up to the play- 
ers themselves to do their share of 
using their brains and plaving care- 
fully. 

Many people who listen to a Band, 
including a percentage of Bandsmen, 
give ear cWefly to the soloist, and 
ss u consequence the Band is often 
judged solely by the ability of its 
various soloists. One rarely hears a 
remark like this for example, "Well, 
the soloist was poor, hnt what a 
beautiful accompaniment by the 
basses;" or, "What a lovely solo^ 
but the basses, well, they spoilt the 
thing."

W there happens to be some of the mixture left over, a small saucer may 
find Its place on the supper table for everybody to have a "taste." In a child's 
memory of preserving time that little "taste" of the dlfterent fruits and vege- 
tables is very often one ot the happiest.

SOMETHING TO MAKE 

A BED-JACKET 



When nursing the" sick there is al- 
ways a little difficulty in keeping 
the patient warni while sitting up to 
take food or to change positions. 

A bed-jacket, easily slipped on, is 
a great comfort, and the style des- 
cribed below can be simply made. 

All that is re- 
quired is a piece 
of flannel, or any 
other soft, warm 
material, a yard 
square. Fold this 
comerwise, as in 
Fig, 1, and In the 
middle cut out a 
small circular piece 
to make an open- 
ing large enough 
for the neck. Cut 
the material from 
neck to edge, and 
a small tiianfpilar 
piece about four 
inches from under the arm as in Fig, 
2. Of course, in cutting out, you 
will cut both sides of Fig. 2 alike. 
Do not join up the edge;; at all, but 
bind with libbon or any odd pieces 
of mateiial cut on the cross. 




The garment is now finished and 
requires only to be slipped around 
the shoulders and fastened with 
tapes under the arms and in *the 
front. 

The small piece at the end of the 

arm is cut off to indicate that you 

may have a long 

sleeve or a short 

one.
